Note: This and the following sepulchral vases [Nos. 202 to 205] were 
found about one mile east of the walls of the city of Alexandria in the exten- 
sive mounds of debris still existing, and at the same level as an urn found a 
few months previously, containing silver coins from the reigns of Ptolemy 
Soter and Soter-Philadelphus, indicating that they were buried about 280 
B.C. Prof. A. C. Merriam, in an article published in the American Journal 
of Archaeology, Vol. III, p. 261, states that the tombs in question were those 
of Greek mercenaries in the service of the Ptolemies, the tombs being to the 
east of the city where the foreign garrison was placed; and from the in- 
scriptions on the stelai in the tomb, the warriors were of the Galatian corps. 
We may therefore say with reasonable certainty that the present urns con- 
tained the remains of officers of the Galatian legions of the reign of Ptolemy 
Philadelphus (B.C. 283-247).
